had employment available if desired) ; and 4) Sabbatical leave program 
(approximately 65'^^ of the institutions reported programs) . There is 
no discussion of the responses. In addition to the survey data, there 
is a listing of 142 institutions on the 4-1-4 calendar system, 48 
considering its adoption, and 3 that were formerly on the system but 
discontinued it.
